It is said, however, that 
Mr. Jerome is more than satisfied with 
the result of his examination of the 
young millionaire. It is assumed by those 
who recall tha story of young Mr. Van- 
derbilt's alleged losses in Canfield’s on 
the occasion of his birthday supper at 
Sherry's, while he was still a student 
at Yale, ‘that Mr. Jerome questioned him 
about his knowledge of Canfield’s gam- 
bling house in East Forty-fourth street. 

If such questions were asked, Mr. Van- 
derbilt, it may be stated, answered them 
without reserve. Whether he wished to 
avoid the publicity that might result 
from a refusal to answer and a conse- 
quent arrest for contempt of court, or 
what motive guided his conduct as a 
witness, can only be surmised. 


Lewissohn Declared in Contempt. 

Justice Scott, in the supreme court to- 
day, handed down a decision in the ha- 
beas corpus proceedings of Jesse Lewis- 
Sohn, in which he dismisses the writs 
of habeas corpus and certiorari and de- 
clares Lewissohn in contumacious con- 
tempt of court. He says Lewissohn must 
answer the questions put to him and 
says he cannot invoke the federal con- 
Stitution in his behalf to evade the con- 
tempt. He also remands Lewissobn to 
the custody of the sheriff.

German General Urges 
Kaiser Never To Accept 
_ the Doctrine. 


Berlin, December 2).--The German gov- 
ernment is completely silent ag to when 
the Venezuelan blocka ill be raised 
or whether it will be r at all until 
every question concerni bitration of 
the dispute is settled. acceptance of 
arbitration after the blod@i—ide was begun 
is certainly not received with popular fa- 
vor in Germany. 

General von Boguslawski, one of the 
foremost military writers, comtributed 
to The: Tagliche Rundschau his views 
upon the Monroe doctrine and argues that 
the withdrawai of the blockade at this 
stage would show singular weakness. Af- 
ter alluding to the late Prince Bismarck's 
expression. that the Monroe doctrine was 
“a great piece of impudence,” ‘the gen- 
eral says: 

“That was a true word. America is 
divided into many states. In varieties of 
race and“language she is hardly second 
to Europe. How can one state assert 
that it has the right of interference and 
protection over an entire continent and 
that it will tolerate only under certain 
conditions any action, however just, of 
European nations against an American 
state? A further question is how it hap- 
pens that this doctrine, set up eighty 
years ago by an American statesman. has 
been able to justify itself in fact, witn 
absolutely no justification in the law of 
nations, when the United States feels 
herself threatened through any . occupa- 
tion of territory, of course she has the 
right. like any other nation, to raise a 
protest and, if necessary, employ force. 

No Recognitions. 

“But there must be no talk of even an 
apparent recognition of the Monroe doc- 
trine as an international law principle 
on the part of the European nations. It 
is for the latter to act, otherwise they 
will soon feel the thumbscrews which 
they put on thereby. 

“Through the war against Spain, 
American self-importance has been infi- 
nitely increased, often showing a dis- 
cased character. The courtesies shown 
America by Germany have naturally not 
diminished that self-esteem. How littie 
success excessive courtesy has wrought 
is again shown her. Certainly the allies 
cannot be tiamed for sharing the United 
States’ sensitiveness to the greatest ex-~ 
treme and in seeking an agreement there- 
with. Regarding the action against 
Venezuela, the allies not only did so, 


but even went to the length of offering 
President Roosevelt. the arbitraiorship 


} After beginning military \action::. Hei s8-:{ 


Yused,,and indeed for the reason that the 
justice of the case of the allies was so 
self-evident that his decision could only 
have been unfavorablé to Venezuela, 
thereby damaging the United States’ pop- 
viarity with the other nations of thar 
hemisphere. Now that warlike action 
has been begun, no thumbscrews can be 
tol¢rated as to how far the action taken 
will extend... Giving the United States 
binding promises would divest the action 
beforehand of lasting effect. If the 
United States raises serious objection 
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against this she would have to determine 
what means are at her disposal to give 
validity to her objection. President Cas-’ 
tro’s demand that the powers raise the 
blockade and return the captured vessels 
must meet with decisive veto. Otherwise 
we shall have a repetition of the disgrace 
of Olmuetz at sea.”’

Two Negroes Dead and Two. 


Whites Wounded As Resul’ 


Shooting, Affray Near Williston,

Williston, Fla., December 29.—Two ne- 
groes. are dead and two white men 
wounded as a result of a Clash at arms 
near the Newberry phosphate. mines. 
There has been bad feeling between the 
whites and desperate negroes employed 
at the mines for some time. 

Ulmer Flowers, Roy Landran,’ N. 
Landran and M. Colley, whites, drove 
to Newberry in two buggies on business. 
Knowing the desperate character of the 
negroes of that vicinity, they went fully 
armed. 

When they started home a gang of ne- 
groes, armed with winchester rifles, met 
them in the road and opened fire. The 
whites returned the shots and the battle 
was continued for some time. 

When the smoke cleared away it was 
found that two of the negroes were dead, 
while Flowers was found shot through 
the thigh and a channel was left in N, 
Landran’s brow, where a winchester bul- 
let had ploughed its way. The live ne- 
groes had fied, but the whites followed 
and suceeeded in capturing one, whom 
they delivered to the sheriff.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, M&a- 
con, Ga., December 99.—(Sperial.)—The 
finance committee of the board of alder- 
men has tonight completed a review of 
the tax ordinance for the coming year. 

Within itself the report borders on the 
sensational—sensational because of the 
radical changes from the tax ordinance 
of 19022. And there are probabilities that 
features of it will be fought by members 
of the board who are ready to back dis- 
satisfied and disgruntled business men of 
(the city during the regular session to- 
morrow night. The tax ordinance for 1903 
shows, as I have said, some remarkable 
changes from that of 1902—changes that 
will hit hard the purses of business men 
of the city. some of whom can ill-afford 
to stand it. All along the line there has 
been a raise; in many instances the aug- 
mentation being, some of the merchants 


claim, excessive. 

The Academy of Music is assessed at 
$100, whereas $75 has been the cost, Ab- 
'stract companies now pay $10; $25 is tne 

new rate. Cotton option men, bucket 
| shops. will be called on for $00, just twice 
the assessment in the past. Cotton com- 
presses go from $50 to $100, while fruits by 
the car are jumped from $5 to %50. Beer 
by wholesale has been paying $50. It 
now costs $200. This-is done to protect the 
local brewery, which pays $260. 

Shopkeepers, meaning dealers’ with 
stocks of $250 or less, have been paying 
$5. In the future they will pay $20. There 
were 136 of these houses here last year, 
but the probabilities are that many of 
them will be driven out of business, as 
the price asked is beyond their ability to 
continue business. That feature alone 
has caused no little complaint and has 
been aired by the dealers before the 
finance committee. It is more than prob- 
able that a delegation will appear before 
the board tomorrow to fight the assess- 
ment. 

Soda fountains go from $5 to $10. In 
the past coca-cola and other proprietary, 
trade mark or patent protected sirups.or 
beverages have been sold at soda foun- 
tains under the license taken out by the 
soda fountain owner. Next year the 
soda fountain keeper must pay $5 In ad- 
dition to his raised license to dispense 
coca-cola or cut that beverage out en- 
tirely. To sell the drinks indicated by 
the bottle he must pay an assessment of 
ea 2 EN. 

Tobacco mén have been daliowed to sell 
cigarettes. or cigarette paper under their 
licenses as tobacco dealers. These twvu- 
baceo dealers next year must cut out 
cigarettes or pay an additional tax of % 
for the privilege of selling the little 
smokers or the paper used in making 
them.

Moultrie, breathed his last this morning. 

His funeral will occuf here tomorrow 
afternoon at 4 o’¢lock, and the services 
will be conducted by Rev. J. C. Times.

MENTAL SIDE 
OF STRIKES 


Notable Address on the La- 


bor Question by Carroll 
—D. Wright. 


of tonight’s session of the American As8- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science 
was an address before the sectiun of go- 
cial and economical science vy Hon. Car- 
roll D. Wright, comimissioner of labor, 
and vice president of the section on the 
“Psychology. of the Labor Question.” 


The entire association also listened tu- 
night to the annwal address of the retir- 
ing president, Asaph Hall. 

There were ten sectional meetings. 

Mr. Wright’s address.’in pati was 4s 
follows: 

“Observation and experience, covering 
many yeats of invéstigaiion of various 
elements of the-laber question, have °con- 
vinced me that there are underlying fea- 
tures which cannot be reached by the 
statistical method; that the mental atti- 
tude of parties has very much to do with 
the labor question. This is well illustrated 
by the -statistics relative to mortgages. 
At the seventh census an attempt was 
made to classify the causes or the rea- 
sons for mortgaging homes and farms. 
It was shown that nearly 9% per cent of 
the mortgages indicated prosperity rather 
than the reverse. The desire to add to 
the original holding, or to raise money 
for business operations, or to educate 
children, or for the improvement of prop- 
erty, was the motive. All these indicate 
something entirely different from the pre- 
vailing impression that. a mortgage rep- 
resents disaster. or, fadlure or,.some_ ill- 
condition. The balance, 5 per cent, rep- 
resented the lack ©f business capacity, 
some form of failure or disaster coming 
to the proprieter. So, in the labor prob- 
lem, one can ascertain the total number 
of strikes and the apparent causes, 
losses, etc., but the real motive of the 
strike cannot be disclosed by the statis- 
tics, and often the psychological ‘point 
of view must be studied and the appre- 
hensions and fears of the strikers consid- 
ered,”” 

‘Modern Tendencies in the Utilizatior 
of Power’ was the topic of the address 
of Professor J. J. Flather, vice pregident 
of the section of mechanical science and 
engineering. In the course of his speech 
he said the outlook for oil fuel in general 
competition with coal or long distance 
electric transmission is not encouraging. 
It is hardly probable, he said, that liquid 
fuel will be a serious competitor of coal, 
notwithstanding its many advantages, on 
account of the great cost of labor. He 
thought the use of any power by whicn 
the price of labor would be reduced ap- 
preciably would be justified, even 
though the efficiency of the agent itself 
be low. 

The American Chemical Society also 
held its initial session today. The prin- 
cipal address was made by Dr, E. A. 
Deschweinitz, chief. of the biochemic di- 
vision of the department of agriculture. 
He announced that virulent tuberculosis 


germs obtained from a human would 


cause the disease in cattle.

Well Known Insurance Man Died 
Yesterday in Arizona.

HIS DEATH NOT UNEXPECTED 


—_—— 


He Is Survivei by His Wife, Mother 
and Three Children—Body Will 
Be Interred Here. 


James T. Prince, for a number of years 
one of Atlanta's most successful Iinsur- 
ance men, died yesterday morning at 
Phoenix, Ariz., where he has been living 
since last September, having gone there 
with the hope that his health would im- 
prove. 

His wife and three children and his 
mother, Mrs. J. M. Crouch, were with

Interesting and Important Figures Come in Before Close of Great $20,000 
Port Receipts Contest-——-All Estimates Must Be Postmarkei by 
December 31. if 
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Eva Humbert Offered Liberty, but 
She Refused To Desert Her 
Mother—Paris Greatly Ex- 
cited Over the Arri- 
val of Prisoners. 


" 
Paris; December 29.—The members of 
the Humbert family, recently arrested in 
Madrid in connection with the great safe 
frauds in -this city, arrived at Orleans 
railroad station here at 7 o'clock this 
morning. There was no demonstration. 
The prisoners were conducted to the 
Conciergie prison. The arrival of the 
fugitives was devoid of sensational inci- 
dents, as the French police had chosen 
an hour for their return here when Paris 
was only half awake. The crowd at the 
railroad station was comparatively small, 
but a large force of police and soldiers, 
mounted and on foot, were drawn up. 
Mme. Humbert was dressed in black 
and was veiled, but she was speedily 
recognized by the people. The young 
daughter, Eva, was the most pathetic 
looking of the women. Mme. Humbert 
was followed by her sister Marie, who 
did not show the bravado she exhibited 
at Madrid, but was pale and appeared 
disconsolate. Frederick, Mme. Humberi’s 
* Khusband, looked completely broken 
* down. D’Aurignac and his wife main- 
' tained the calm, defiant attitude they 
head shown throughout. M. d’Aurignac 
@till wore a Spanish beard which had 
iwerved him as a disguise. _The party en- 
tered the carriage in waiting. Police sur- 
rounded the vehicles, which were driven 
@t a rattling pace to the prison; where 
minute prepdration had been made to re- 


ceive the fugitives. 

Crowds from all parts of the city were 
ready to assemble at the station and 
give the prisoners a disorderly recep- 
tion, but the secretary of police baffled 
the plans of the mobs and permitted the 
Humberts to be landed silently and 
ewiftly inside the gray walls of the 
prison. The public had doubted. the sf- 
cerity of the government in ever bring- 
ing back the fugitives, owing to the po- 
litical scandals sure to follow, but the 
arrival of the prisoners is now generally 
accepted as showing the purpose of the 

authorities to spare no effort ‘to push 
the prosecution and punishment of the 
- accused. The plans at present are not 
announced. : 

Owing to the belief of the authorities 
. that Eva Humbert was an innocent vic- 
tim of her mother’s observations, they 
proposed to intrust her to the custody 
of her grandmother, Mme. Gustave Hum- 
bert, widow of the former minister of 
' ejustice in the DeFreycinet cabinet, but 
Mile. Eva positively declined the’ pro- 
~posal, declaring her purpose to .remai 
with her mother in prison. The attitud 
of the girl excites universal symapthy.” 

Later Eva Humbert was given in 
charge of her grandmother, who pfe- 
valied upon the caild to accompany her 
home. 

The judges during the day interrogated 
Romaine d’Aurignac and other members 
of the family. This -was confined to 
questions of identity. The judges did not 
enter upon the merits of the case as 
Mme. Humbert and tae other chief fig- 
ures were too overcome with excitement 
and fatigue. Mme.. Humbert complained 
of a headache and a doctor "was hasti- 
ly summoned, but he said there was 
nothing serious. The police coontinue 
their strict precautions against the pos; 
sibilities of suicide. Everything whica 
could be used in self-destruction was 
taken away from the prisoners. 


WAR SHIPS ARE GATHERING

Washington, December 29.—The ships 
of the three American squadrons in the 
Caribbean which were distributed at the 
various ports in the West Indies last 
week for the purpose of giving the men 
shore leave during Christmas holidays 
have now begun to reassemble at Cu- 
lebra for the final maneuvers. These wil 
begin January 2, and will consist of tac- 


tical evolutions, squadron and fleet drill,. 


During these evolutions the three 
Squadrons will be combined under the 
direct command of Admiral Dewey. At 
their conclusion, in about two weeks, the 
equadrons will separate and return to 
the respective stations. Rear Admiral

The annual report of the sanitary de- 
partment of the municipality is being 
rapidly completed. The interesting por- 
tion of it has already been made out and 
in a few days it will be ready for sub- 
mission to the board of health. 

The report already shows that this 
year the sanitary tax amounted to 365,406, 
which was collected from 21,802 houses, 
while last year the tax aggregates $60,990 
and was collected from 20,330 houses. 

During 1902, 202,489 loads of garbage and 
street sweepings were removed, while, in 
1901, 158,361 loads were removed. 

The sewers were flushed 86,009 times in 
1902 and 46,544 times in 1901. 

The department carted away 14,872 dead 
animals in 1902,. while, in 1901, 13,238 were 
removed. 

The streets were swept 219 times during 
1902 and 181 times during 1901. 

Plumbing Inspector J. A. G. Beach 
inspected 77,459 feet of sewer pipes dur- 
ing the year, while last year he inspected 
74,086 feet. He also tested, during 1902, 
60,800 feet of cast iron piping, while dur- 
ing 1902 he tested 41,711 feet of cast iron 
piping. 

These comparisons, which are to be 
tound in the annual report, indicate the 
increased work of the sanitary depart- 
ment. °

Purchases Expected to Continue for

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America’s Opportunity. 

The part the United States played in 
peaceably staving off Venezuela’s pug- 
nacious European creditors ought to 
give us an open sesame to the South 
American market. Trade is influ- 
enced by sentiment more than is imag- 
ined, particularly among a sentimental 
people. The boycott, largely based on 
sentiment, has been shown to be a 
potent diverter of the channel of trade. 
Naturally enough, Venezuelan patriot- 
ism has tabooed German and English 
imports, greatly to the present gain of 
France and America. 

Probably the “sober second thought” 
of Great Britain and Germany was fot 
influenced more by the Monroe doc- 
trine menaces than by the menacing 
aspect of South American trade rela 
tions. While the other republics of 
that continent may have no quarrel on 
account of Venezuela, their people, 
nevertheless, are of the same race and 
their political condition such that they 
must sympathetically put themselves 
in the Venezuelans’ place. The Latin 
blood is quick to ceize ,the first oppor- 
tunity to.resent a wrohg, real or fan- 
cied, andit is, therefore, not surpris-« 
ing to hear that English and German 
goods are under something of a senti- 
mental ban in several South American 
countries. The merchants of Germany 
trading with Latin-America are vigor- 
ously protesting against the kaiser’s 
“mailed hand” policy toward Venezu- 
ela, which has already seriously affect- 
ed their business. The German im- 
porters have found these commercial- 
ly backward republics good customers, 
and in the present depressed condition 
of German trade, good customers are 
not lightly to be lost. Besides furnish- 
ing many of South America’s import 
necessities almost, exclusively, Ger- 
many is represented very largely in 
the foreign capital invested in local 
enterprises. In Venezuela alone $150,- 
000,000 of German capital is officially 
said to be invested. 

In the existing state of feeling in 
South America, it would seem to be 
well for the “American invasion,” as 
yet scarcely perceptible there, to take 
a sample grip in both hands. “It’s an 
ill wind that blows nobody good,” and 
down that way there are some things 
rolling our way just now. We have 
allowed Europe to practically monopo- 
lize the South American market, 
which, by proximity and common Pan- 
American interests, ought to be mo- 
nopolistically ours. The slight at- 
tention paid by our exporters to this 
great and growing market to the south 
of us can be under stood from some 
late treasury department statistics. 
Last year the United States sent but 
$42,557,504 worth of exports to South 
America, while sending $199,240,353 
worth to foreign North American 
countries and $1,099,574,016 to Europe. 
Even in far distant Asia and Oceania 
we distributed $94,356,953 worth of

Three Gangs of Cracksmen Work- 
ing in South Carolina 


Frequent Bank and Safe Robberies in 
Country Districts Committed 
Under Noses of Officers. 
Believed to Hail from 
Massachusetts. 


Charleston, §. C., December 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—From the number of robberies com- 
mitted in various parts of South Caro- 
lina, the authorities’ believe that three 
separate gangs, of safe blowers are at 
work. 

Today Chief of Police Boyle, of Charles- 
ton, was advised that one of the gangs 
was heading in this direction. The sher- 
iffs in every county have been on the 
alert, but safes have been blown open 
with dynamite under , their very eyes. 
The conditions have become alarming, 
and at no other time have such depreda- 


tions been reported. 

One gang started in from the North 
Carolina line and struck the section of 
this state south of Charlotte. Simul- 
taneously the lower part of the state 
was visited. The other gangs operated 
in the Piedmont section, and along the 
Georgia state line, and today the latest 
report of the cracksmen came _ from 
Seneca, where the safe of the Courtney 
Manufacturing Company was blown open, 

The strange part of the thing is that 
the gangs have not committed any rob- 
beries in Charleston. Local detectives 
say that suspicious. characters, believed 
to be members of the gang, were here 
recently. They were shadowed, had un- 
limited money, and moved out before 
any of the banks in this city were 
harmed. There are better chances in the 
country districts, where the most num- 
erous thefts have been known, and by 
remaining in the small towns higger hauls 
have been made than would have been 
possible in the larger cities. The police 
here are of the opinion that the robbers 
have been following the carnival com- 
panies, which have appeared in a score 
of counties. The depredations have been 
so numerous that a reign of terror exists. 

In many instances the robbers have fled 
without carrying off their tools, and from 
this evidence left behind the authorities 
are convinced that experts are at work. 
Many of the sheriffs think that the gangs 
came south from Massachusetts. Copies 
of Boston newspapers and’ other artieles 
from that .state have- been picked up, 
which saturally led to the opinion that 
the robbers have business connections in 
New England. 

Chief of Police Boyle has issued orders 
to his men to watch every’ suspicious 
character hereabont. There is fear that 
the safe blowers will... move toward 
Charleston, though, as stated, there is 
less chance for them here than, elsewhere 
in the state. Such good opportunities 
have been offered in the #ountry districts 
that the robbers have ;made big hauls, 
and there does not appear to be any 
let-up in the number of robberies re- 
ported.

Let Georgia Be Represented. 

Editor Constitution: My attention nas 
recently been called to the seeming neg- 
lect of the Georgia legislature in not pro- 
viding for an exhibit at St. Louie at 
the great world’s fair. of 1904. If it is 
settled that our state constitution for- 
bids such an apporpriation, although many 
doubt such to be the ease, then some- 
thing ought to be done to follow out the 
Suggestion by Colonel Lowry in a recent 
leter-to. the public. : 

Georgia today stands in a unique po- 
sition as thé Hmpire State of the South. 
Tanere is probably no state in the union 
that has such varied uatural advantages. 
Yet several of the northwestern states, 
Simply by the force and ability of her 
people, with only one-fourth of our nat- 
ural advantages, secures of the better 
class of immigrants 10,000 to 15,000 per 
year. Is it necessary to go into arithme- 
tic to suggest what that is worth to a 
State? No state in the union is capable 
of making the percentage of gain as is 
Georgia in this decade. Will she do it? 
Why does the Dakotas attract streams of 
immigrants yearly? Simply by advertis- 
ing. She would still have been the abede 
of the Sioux Indians but for the push and 
enterprise of her people since the early 
seventies, Having personally something 
to do with her fairs for nearly twenty 
years I know whereof I _ speak. 
These states annually spend $25,000 to 
$50,000. Each appropriation is received 
back annually in direct progress until 
see them now. Ten thowtisand to 25,000 
people coming yearly to get the chance to 
locate in the state. Less than one-third 
of our state is under cultivation. Our 
Population is crowding to cities and fac- 
tories. Is Georgia to throw her birthright, 
agriculture, for a ‘‘mess .of pottage’’— 
factories? No, but we keep them both. 
How? Send an embassy to St. Louis 
laden with samples and truthful knowl- 
edge. Let every county in the state ap- 
propriate from $1 to $1,000 each, cities 
$5 to $10,000 each, and show ’em what

He Says It Is Better Both for the 
Employers and the Workmen 
That All Shops Should Be 
Controlled by the 
Union. 


Philadelphia, December 29.—The fourth 
session of the annual: meeting of the 
American Economic Association was 
opened today by the discussion of prob. 
lems of organized labor. Henry White, 
secretary of the United Garment Work- 
ers of America, deliverad an address on 
“The Union Shop.” 

Open and Union Shops. 

Mr. White said, in part: 


“Before the trade unions gained their 
present standing :t was considered a lb- 
eral concession for an employer to open 
his doors to union men. ‘Today the en:- 
ployer who essays to bar out workmen 
because of their membership is the ex- 
ception, and it hag even been made a 
misdemeanor for employers to so dis- 
criminate. As the members became more 
numerous, the issue was soom raised 
between the open and the union shop. 
To the outsider a demand upon the em- 
ployer that the non-union members 
made to juin or be discharged looks arbi- 
trary. luke an interference with the )lib- 
erty of the non-unionist, and coercing 
of the empicyer into iriving employees 
into a union contrary to his own inter- 
ests. It can, however, be justified on the 
following grounds: 

“As the unity of the workers is es 
sential to thei auvancement the oblig.- 
tion is imposed upon every workman tv 
maintain that solidarity. Those who re- 
mein aloof ‘nterfere with the conceited 
action of their fellow-workmen and 
whatever advantages are gained bY the 
upion men are necessarily shared in by 
the non-unionists and aften despite their 
opposition. The union amd non-union 
workinan in the same shop represent 
two incongruous elements and so one 
cr the cther must eventually give way. 
This cieshing militates against the dis- 
cipline of a shop und interferes with its 
efficiency. It is important to note thxt 
the men driven into a union do not re- 
quire much urging; in most <ases the 
mere manifestation sf strength on the 
part of the unionists is sufficient to in 
duce the others to join; and once having 
icined they.become g2alous members. 
This shows that the non-union man does 
not possess vtsually the scruples attrihbut- 
ed to him ty the employer, he is not 
afraid of having his ‘liberty curtailed’ 
by joining the union, but.on the ccn- 
trary realizes that its exercise is protec*t- 
ed by organization. Where he is indiffer- 
ent to the union, it is largely because 
cf his Jack of econfidenc? in other work- 
men. His stock argument is that he 
would join the union if he thought h: 
could trust the others. ) 

“This explains why the members treat 
the non-union man with scant courtesy 
They \know pretty well the motives that 
influence them. Rowen tite or vicle »ce 
on their part cannot be defended, h°w- 
ever, Where that is resorted to, the 
ethieal uf the movement be- 
comes obscure, and hatreds are engen- 
dered that offset the brotherly spirit 
upon which it is founded. No matter 
how serious the evils to be combatted 
barbarism carmmot be overcome Dy more 
barbarism. if the benefits of the unions 
be made apparent to the nc1.-member. 
and if the influence which they can exert 
collectively is insufficient to induce him 
to jom, then their cause has little 
strength. 

“In forcing what is called ‘rec»gnition, 
or treating with the emplovees in their 
collective capacity, it is held that-no i0- 
justice is done the emodloyer, ay nothing 
additional is required of him tha the ob- 
servance of standards maintained in the 
trade by the union, thereby placing all 
competitors en an even footing as_ fat 
as the cost of labor is concerned. Fur- 
thermore, that by dealing with his em- 
ployees collectively, they are placed in a 
position to make fair terms for them:- 
selves ”

But if it is conceded that the 
non-unionist has the legal right to earn 
the new degree of ‘“‘Doctor of Heroics’ 
in time of labor troubles, the least that 
can be granted the trade unionist is the 
game right to sell his labor only ‘‘when, 
how and where he pleases,” and he may 
not please to sell fit to that Eo who 
calls in the services of the strike breaker.

S FINE WORK DONE 


BY DEPARTMENT 


Sanitary Department Makes Splendid 
Showing in Annual Report. 


REPORT IS NEARLY READY 


Ail Interesting Portions.of It Have 


Been Completed with the Ex- 
ception of the Reccmmen- 
dations Chief Hope 
Will Make. 


The annual report of the sanitary de- 
partment of the municipality is being 
rapidly completed. The interesting por- 
tion of it has already been made out and 
in a few days it will be ready for sub- 
mission to the board of health. 

The report already shows that this 
year the sanitary tax amounted to $65,406, 
which was collected from 21,802 houses, 
while last year the tax aggregates $60,900 
and was collected from 20,330 houses. 

During 1902, 202,489 loads of garbage and 
street sweepings were removed, while, in 
1901, 158,361 loads were removed. 

The sewers were flushed 86,009 times in 
1902 and 46,544 times in 1901. 

The department carted away 14,872 dead 
animals fr-1902, while, in 1901, 13,238 were 
removed. 

The streets were swept 219 times during 
1902 and 181 times during 1901. 

Plumbing Inspector J. A. G. Beach 
inspected 77,459 feet of sewer pipes dur- 
ing the year, while last year he inspected 
74,086 feet. He also tested, during 19, 
60,808 feet of cast iron piping, while dur- 
ing 1901 he tested 41,711 feet of cast iron 
piping. 

These comparisons, which are to be 
found in the annual report, indicate tht 
increased work of the sanitary depart- 
ment.

The possible menace oi the Vene- 
zuelan imbroglio io the peace of the 
United States, taken in conjunction 
with this country’s changed status 
with reference to distant dependen- 
cies, has revived popular interest in 
the American navy and inspired a 
pronounced sentiment fayorable to its 
speedy enlz=rgement.

As a chain is no stronger than its: 
weakest link, so, in a sense, a rami- 
fied nation is no stronger than its 
weakest ramification. The late war 
with Spain exemplified the helpless- 
ness of a colonizing power without an 
adequate navy. The first blow struck 


by the Americans was in a colony 


many thousands of miles from the 
mother country, and within. a few 
weeks Spain had lost practically all 
of her colonies and was suing for 
peace. A nation may be practically 
invincible fighting on its home ground, 
but the humiliation and loss of. pres- 
tige implied in the capture of a colony 
by the enemy is something ‘no impe- 
rialistic power will take chances on.

America’s Opportunity. 

The part the United States played in 
peaceably staving off Venezuela’s pug- 
hnacious European creditors ought to 
give us an open sesame to the South 
American market. Trade is infiu- 
enced by sentiment more than is imag- 
ined, particularly among a sentimental 
people. The boycott, largely based on 
sentiment, has been shown to be a 
potent diverter of the channel of trade. 
Naturally enough, Venezuelan patriot- 
ism has tabooed German and English 
imports, greatly to the present. gain of 
France and America. 

Probably the “sober second thought” 
of Great Britain and Germany was not 
influenced more by the Monroe doc- 
trine menaces than by the menacing 
aspect of South American trade ‘reta- 
tions. While the other republics of 
that continent may have no quarrel on 
account of Venezuela, their people, 
nevertheless, are of the’saine race and 
their political condition such that they 
must sympathetically put themselves 
in the Venezuelans’ place. The Latin 
blood is quick,to seize the first oppor- 
tunity. to mesent a-wrong, real or fan- 


-cied, and it. is, therefore, not: surpris- 
ing to hear that English and German 


goods are under something of a senti- 
mental ban in severa] South American 
countries. The merchants of Germany 
trading with Latin-America are vigor- 
ously protesting against the kaiser’s 
“mailed hand” policy toward Venezu- 
ela, which has already seriously affect- 
ed their business. The German im- 
porters have found these commercial- 
ly backward republics good customers, 
and in the present depressed condition 
of German trade, good customers are 
not lightly to be lost. Besides furnish- 
ing many of South America’s import 
necessities almost exclusively, Ger- 
many is represented very largely in 
the foreign capital invested in local 
enterprises. In Venezuela alone $150,- 
000,000 of German capital is officially 
said to be invested. 

In the existing state of feeling in 
South America, it would séem to be 
well for the “American invasion,” as 
yet scarcely perceptible there, to take 
a sample grip in both hands. “It’s an 
ill wind that blows nobody good,” and 
down that way there are some things 
rolling our way just now. We have 
allowed Europe to practically monopo- 
lize the South American market, 
which, by proximity and common Pan- 
American interests, ought to be mo- 
nopolistically ours. e slight at- 
tention paid by our exporters to this 
great and growing market to the south 
of us can be under stood from some 
late treasury department statistics. 
Last year the United States sent but 
$42,557,504 worth of exports to South 
America, while sending $199,240,353 
worth to foreign North American 
countries and $1,099,674,016 to Europe. 
Even in far distant Asia and Oceania 
we distributed $94,356,953 worth of

Frequent Bank and Safe Robberies in 
Country Districts Committed 
Under Noses of Officers. 
Believed to Hail’ from 

Massachtsetts. 


Charleston, 8. C,, December 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—From the number of robberies com- 
mitted in various parts of South Caro- 
lina, the authorities believe that three 
Separate gangs of safe blowers are at 
work. 

Today Chief of Police Boyle, of Charles- 
ton, was advised that one of the gangs 
was heading in this direction. The sher- 
iffs in every county have been on the 
alert, but safes have been blown open 
with dynamite under their very eyes. 
The eonditions have become alarming, 
and at no other time have such depreda- 


tions been reported. 

One gang started in from the North 
Carolina line and struck the section of 
this state south of Charlotte. Simul- 
taneously the lower part of the state 
was visited. The other gangs operated 
in the Piedmont section, and along the 
Georgia state line, and: today the latest 
report of the cracksmen came from 
Seneca, where the safe of the Courtney 
Manufacturing Company was blown open. 

The strange part of the thing is that 
the gangs have not committed any rob- 
beries in Charleston. Local detectives 
say that suspicious characters, believed 
to be members of the gang, were here 
recently. They were shadowed, had un- 
limited money, and moved out before 
any of the banks in this city were 
harmed. There are better chances in the 
country districts, where the most nuin- 
erous thefts have been known, and by 
remaining in the small towns bigger hauls 
have been made than would have béen 
possible in the larger cities. The police 
here are of the opinion that the robbers 
have been following the carnival com- 
panies, which have appeared in a score 
of counties. The depredations have been 
so numerous that a reign of terror exists. 

In many instances the robbers have fled 
without carrying off their tools, and from 
this evidence left behind the authorities 
are convinced that experts are at work. 
Many of the sheriffs think that the gangs 
came south from Massachusetts. Copies 
of Boston newspapers and other articles 
from that. state have. been picked up, 
which naturally led to the opinion that 
the robbers have business connections in 
New England. 

Chief of Police Boyle has issued orders 
to his men to watch every suspicious 
character hereabout. There is fear that 
the safe blowers will, move toward 
Charleston, though, as. stated, there is 
less ehance for them heré than, elsewtiere 
in thé state. Such good opportunities 
have been offered in the eountry districts 
that the robbers. have;made big hauls, 
and there does not appear to be any 
let-up in the number of robberies re- 
ported.

Let Georgia Be Represented. 

Editor Constitution: My. attention has 
recently been called to the seeming neg- 
lect of the Georgia legislature in not pro- 
viding for an exhibit at St. Louis at 
the great world’s fair of 1904. If it is 
settled that our state constitution for- 
bids such an apporpriation, although many 
doubt such to be the case, then some- 
thing ought to be done to follow out the 
Suggestion by Colonel Lowry in a recent 
leter to the public. 

Georgia today stands in a unique po- 
sition as the Empire State of the South. 
Tnere is probably no staté in the union 
that has such varied uatural advantages. 
Yet several of the northwestern states, 
Simply by the force and ability of her 
people, with only one-fourth of our nat- 
ural advantages, secures of the better 
class of immigrants 10,000 to 16,000 per 
year. Is it necessary to go into arithme- 
tic to suggest what that is worth to a 
State? No state in the union is capable 
of making the percentage of gain as is 
Georgia in this decade. Will she do it? 
Why does the Dakotas attract streams of 
immigrants yearly? Simply by advertis- 
ing. She would still have been the abode 
of the Sioux Indians but for the push and 
enterprise of her people since the early 
seventies, Having personally scmething 
to do with her fairs for nearly twenty 
years I know whereof I speak. 
These states annually spend $25,000 to 
$50,000. Each appropriation is received 
back annually in direct progress until 
see them now. Ten thousand to 2,000 
people coming yearly to get the chance to 
locate in the State. Less than one-third 
of our state is under cultivation. Our 
population is crowding to cities and fac- 
tories. Is Georgia to throw her birthright, 
agriculture, fora “mess of pottage’’— 
factories? No, but we keep them both. 
How? Send an embassy to St. Louis 
laden with samples and truthful knowl- 
edge. Let every county in the state ap- 
propriate from $1 to $1,000 each, cities 
$5 to $10,000 each, and show ’em what

Philadelphia, December 29.—Thea fourth 
session of the annual meeting of the 
American Economic Association was 
opened today by tlhe discussion of prob- 
lems of organized labor. Henry White, 
secretary of the United Garment Work- 
ers Of America, delivered “an address on 
“The Union Shop.” 


Open and Union Shops. 
Mr. White said, in part: 


“Before the trade unions 
present standing it was cons 
eral concession for an employer to open 
his doors to union men. Today the en:- 
ploy’ er who essays to bar out workmen 

ause of their niembership is tne ex- 
ception, and it has even been made a 
misdemeanor for employers to so dis- 
criminate. As the members became more 
numerous, the issue was soom raised 
between the open and the union shop. 
To the outsider a ‘demand upon the em- 
ployer that the non-union members be 
made to join or be discharged looks arbi- 
trary. like an interference with the lib- 
erty of the non-unionist, and coercing 
of the empicyer into iriving employees 
into a union contrary to his own inter- 
ests, It can, however, be justified on the 
following grounds: 

“As the unity of the workers is es 
sential to their auvancement the oblig.- 
tion igs im osed upon every workman tv 
maintain that solidarity. hose who re- 
main aloof ‘nterfere with the concerted 
action of their fellow-workmen and 
whatever advantages are gained PY. tne 
upion men are necessarily shared in by 
the non-unionists and aften despite their 
Opposition. The union ami non-union 
workinan in the same shop represent 
two incongruous elements and s0 one 
cr the cther must eventually give way. 
This ciashing militates against the dis- 
cCipline of a shop und interferes with its 
efficiency. It is important to navcte thiut 
the men driven into a union do not re- 
quire much urging: in most <ases the 
mere manifestation sf strength on the 
part of the unionists is sufficient to in- 
duce the others to join, and once having 
icined they become z2alous members. 

his shows that the non-union man does 
not possess usually the scruples attrihvut- 
ed to him ty the employer, he is not 
afraid of having his ‘liberty curtailed 
by joining the union, but on the con- 
trary realizes that its exercise is protect- 
ed by organization. Where he is indiffer- 
ent to the union, it is largely because 
cf his Jack of confidenc? in other work- 
men. His stock argument is that he 
would join the union if he thought h: 
could trust the othcrs. 

“This explains why the membérs treat 
the non-union man with scant courtesy 
They know pretty well the motives that 
influence them. Browbeating or vicle.ce 
on their rt cannot be defended, h**- 
ever. Where that is resorted to, the 
ethical urpose of th movement, be- 
comes scure. and hetreds are engen- 
dered that offset the brotherly spirit 
upon which ft is founded. No matter 
how serious 
barbarism cannot be overcome by rore 
barbarism. If the benefits of the unions 
be made apparent to the nct:+member, 
and if the influence which they can exert 
collectively is insu‘ficient to induce him 
to join, then their cause has little 
strength. 

“In forcing what is called ‘rec >gnition. 
or treating. with the employees in th:ir 
collective capacity, it is held that no in- 
justice is done the emovloyer, ## nothing 
additional is required of him tha. the ob- 
servance of standards maintained in the 
trade by the union, thereby placing all 
competitors on an even footing as fat 
as the cost of labor is concerned. Fur-

Smoke Was Dense. 

The rain was pouring in torrents and 
dense “clouds of black smoke Were issu- 
ing from the building, making it exceed- 
ingly difficult for tne firemen to Id@cate 
the fire. Several firemen attempfed to 
rush up the steps to get into the build- 
ing, but they were forced back by the 
volume of smoke, which almost suffocated 
them. Fire Chief Joyner at once realized 
the seriousness of the situation and in- 
structed his men to use every endeavor

The water was thrown into and onto the 
building from every available point. Some 
firemen went upon the roof of the Kings- 


| bery building, which adjoined the thea- 


ter, and poured the water wherever the 
flames showed. ‘Three steamers Were 
located at the corner of Pryor and De- 
catur streets, one was put at the corner 
of Edgewood avenue and Pryor, while 
another was stationed at tne corner of 
Decatur and Ivy streeta. 

With a heavy head of steam on these 
engines forced the water to a great 
height. Superintendent Park Woodward, 
of the water works department, was 
early on the scene, and although there 
was a pressure of 130 pounds to the square 
inch in the water mains, he telephoned 
to the pumping station and had this in- 
creased to 150. There was no lack of 
water, and it was only a question of be- 
ing able to put it into the building, which 
presented an almost impenetrable out- 
side. The big “flooder’’ of the fire de- 
partment was stationed on Decatur street 
immediately in front of the building, and 
with several lar streams attached, 
proved most effective. 

A water tower was placed in the alley 
back of the theater building and the 
large stream thrown ‘by it worked won- 
ders in putting out the flames that were 
raging in the fore part of the building, 
but which could not be seen from the 
street. Seventeen streams were playing 
on the fire at one time and not one of 
them was deficient. 

Crowd Kept Back. 

The moment the first alarm was sent 
in a crowd began toigather and soon the 
streets in the immediate vicinity of the 
fire were packed with a great throng 
through which the firemen had almost to 
fight their way. Police Chief Ba!l!, with 
a big squad of men, arrived shortly after 
and proceeded at once to bring order out 
of chaos. Fire lines were stretched and 
persons not entitled to be within the ‘lines 
were compelled to keep out. 

This cleared the street in front of the 
building faom Pryor street to Ivy and 
gave the firemen a clear space in which 
to work. Chief Ball was here, there and 
everywhere, it seemed, directing his men 
and lending every possible assistance to 
the firemen. The clearing of the: steret 
was accomplished in a comparatively 
short time, and with ease by the blue- 
coats. No one was allowed within the 
danger zone until the fire had been check- 
ed and it became only a question of time 
until the flames would be beaten out, 

Tnen ropes were stretched along the 
opposite side of the street from the the- 
ater and the sidewalk was Opened to 
pedestrians.

WHITE MAN SHOT AT NEGRO 


Two Brothers Arrested for Carryin 
Off Whisky from Burning Sa- 
loon — State Cases Made.

three citizens. 

When the fire broke out yesterday about 
noon, a saloon on the first floor was de- 
stroyed and the g00ds were hurriedly re- 
moved by officers and citizens, Barrels, 
jugs and bottles of liquor were carried 
out and piled up in the street. A large 
number of people assisted in the work. 

. Detectives Kilpatrick and Bone found 
A. 8. Redding and L. B. Redding, two 
brothers, several blocks from the fire with 
bottles of whisky in their arms. The offi- 
cers arrested the young men and locked 
them up on @ state charge of “suspicion.” 
The prisoners stated that they did not 
think it was any harm to take the 
whisky, as a number of other people were 
doing the same thing. ' 

Last night L. B. Redding stated that he 
and his brother did not intend to keep 
the whisky, but carried it off to put it 
away for the owners of the saloon. 

“We are telephone linemen,” stated 
Redding, ‘and when we heard that the 
theater was on fire we went there. to see 
if there was a telephone to be removed. 
There was no ‘phone in the saloon, and 
Seeing a lot of whisky we took several 
flasks. I started with mine to a saloon 
on Decatur street and my brother said he 
would put his away in a saloon on Cen- 
tral avenue. We knew the saloon men 
who owned it and we only wanted to 
help them that much.” 


Policeman Suspended. 

While the fire was at its height, Chief 
Ball, with a few of his men, was working 
hard to keep back the crowds that tried 
to get in the firemen’s way. Ropes were 
stretched -and it was no small work to 
keep the gtreet clear.

COMPTROLLER GENERAL 1S 
AFTER THE DELINQUENTS 


Tax Collectors Instructed to Collect 
$200 State Tax from All Who 
Have Sold Liquor in Any 
Form—Attorney Gen- 
eral Gave Opinion. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright is 
right on the trail of all those who have 
been selling liquor in Georgia during the 
year 1902 and who have failed to pay the 
Specific tax of $200. 

It is his ‘intention to rout out every 
liquor Gealer of every class who has 
failed to pay this tax and have a fi. fa. 
issued for its colk ction. 

In pursuance of this resolve he wil 
be no respecter of persons, and will call 
on drug sto®res and blind tigers alike 
to pay the state $200. for the privilege 
of having sold liquor, no matter in what 
shape or form, during the year that has 
just closed. 

There are something like 700 retailers 
of liquor in the state who h-ve Unit- 
ed States ficenses for that purpose, but 
who do not pay the state tax. These 
include drug stores, where liduor is aold 
cn druggists’ prescriptions, steamboat 
companics, blind tigers which do business 
in dry counties, end a certain class of 
disorderly houses, and the announcement 
that the state intends to preceed against 
them for the $200 tax for 1902 will, no 
coubt, creat2 considerable consternation 
in their camps. 

In taking this step Comptroller General 
Wright is backed up by the opinion af 
Attorney General John C. Hart, who in- 
formei him that all: of these classes of 
persons who had sold Hquor in any 
shape or for any purpose were lable for 
the stute tax | 

The Comptroller’s Letter. 

The comptroller general has secured a 
list of names of many who have evaded 
or whno have failed to pay the state tax 
and he has sent the list applying to each 
county to the tax collector of such cotn- 
ty with instructions to proceed at once 
to collect the state tax for 1902. Follow- 
ing is a copy of the letter Which was 
gent to the tax coHector in each county 
in the state where parties are known to 
have sold. liquer without paying the pa 
tux: , 


“Dear Sir: I inclose herewith a jist 


of the names of persons and firms inf 


your county, who, I am informed, have 
cngaged in the saleiof liquor and who 
appear not to have paid their tax for 
this year. The information upon which 
this letter is based ig;conclusive that the 
parties whose nameg I have furnished 
you herewith have éngaged in the ‘sale 
of liquor in your county as stated. 
“You will, therefore, immediately call 
en these rties and collect the state 
tax of. $200 assessed on ‘wholesale and 
retail dealers in spirituous or mait i- 
uors, etc.,’ by the laws of this stat? 
The fact that the sale of liquor may 
rohibited in your county does not re; 
icve any person who may have engaged 
in its sale in violation of the law from 
the payment of the state tax. nor do«s 
the payment of said tax relieve any 
dealer from the penalties of any local 
or prchibitory law with reference to its 
sale in your county. 
“Please give this matter prompt a* 
tention. Resp2ctfully.

Assuming that error 
this season to be not more than 8 per 
cent, the estimate of 10,646,000 means a 
crop of 11,500,000 bales of 48 pounds, or 
11,263,000 of 490 pounds, so that the official 
estimate practically confirms the fore- 
casts of 11,250,000 or over.”’. All statisti- 
cians and European spinners place this 
construction on the bureau and belleve 
the ultimate résults will bear them out in 
their ideas. In the meanwhile sentiment 
in America is very bullish on the tneory 
that the crop is about 10,500,000, and as 
this will make a deficiency in the con- 
sumptive requirements of the world, 
values will have to ¢nhance to 2 figure 
that will curtail consumption within the 
limits of the supply.

FEDERAL COURT 
WILL TAKE HAND 


United States Judge Has 
Jurisdiction Over White- 
cap -Cases. 


Jackson, Miss., December 29.—(Special.) 
The federal authorities have received ad- 
vices from Amite county, stating tnaat 
the negroes of the county are leaving in 
large numbers on account of the white- 
capper outrages, and each day shows a 
large volume of departures from the 
rural districts. The negroes are thor- 
oughly terrorized over the hostility 
shawn them, and, faving no assurance 
from law-abiding citizens that they will 
be protected, are emigrating to the delta 
by the hundreds, where they are prom- 
ised the right to work and earn a live- 
lihoeod without molestation. 

It is now stated that the federal au- 
thorities will take cognizance not only 
of the outrages toward persons on home- 
stead lands, but also in all other cascs 
coming under their notice. An examina- 
tion of the federal statutes shows that 
Judge Niles is clothed with full powez 
to exercise jurisdiction where labor is 
threatened or intimidated by one or 
more persons, and the statutes on the 
subject are very stringent, the five vary 
ing forms of the offense being punishable 
as a felony.

Nashville, Tenn., December. 29.—Preej- 
dent Harry Pulliam, of’ the Natiofial 
League of Baseball Clubs, is ‘in the city, 
and says he believes the. fight between 
the National and Americati leagtes will 
be Amicably adjusted next week in Cin- 
cinnatil. An agreement just at this time 
would have the effect of restoring the 
‘old order of things, says Mr. Pulliam, 
and if baseball were again on its old 
footing it would be an immense lift. to 
the game all over the country. Fran- 
chises would increase in value ‘and the 
investment of money in baseball would 
have the assurance of permanent divi- 
dends. It would give the clubs stability 
and would encOurage the managers of 
the minor leagues to“develop talent. 

It is also true that players’ salaries 
would be reduced, but that would be so 
gradual that it would amount to practi- 
cally nothing. The great thing. would be 
the stability which it would give fran- 
chises, and which Mr. Pulliam says he 
feels assured they will have after the 
Cincinnati meeting. 

Mr. Pulliam says the baseball war is 
surely approaching an end and that the 
whole country will operate with an 
amicable understanding next season.
